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Ip^the year 2004, 74 million digital 
I cameras were sold. This figure broke 
the sales record of traditional cameras. It's 
estimated that there will be 40 billion digital 
photos taken by the end of this year. @ 

In 1975, the world's first digital 
photograph was taken at a Kodak i 
lab in Rochester, NY, USA.

I've been hearing a lot of news about road 
safety in long tunnels recently. 
Of course! That's because there are more 
and more long tunnels in Taiwan. Besides 
the recently-opened Bagua Mountain 
Tunnel, soon there will be more and more 
long tunnels on the Bei Yi Freeway too. 
You mean that the National Freeway No. 
5 connecting Taipei and Yilan will be 
opening soon? That's great! I've heard it 
will only take 30 minutes to drive between 
Taipei and Yilan on that road. That will 
save us a lot of time. How convenient! 
Indeed! But since Bei Yi Freeway will go 
through the Hsuehshan Mountain Range, 
there will be at lot of long tunnels and 
overpass bridges. 

I know. I heard that Hsuehshan Tunnel 
will be 12.9 kilometers long. That makes it 
the longest tunnel in Southeast Asia and 
the fifth longest in the world. I'm really 
looking forward to driving through such a 
long tunnel. It's going to be quite an 
experience! 

But it's not just about the experience. 
Driving safely in long tunnels is even 
more important. We should realize that if 
accidents happen in long tunnels, the 
damage could be very serious. In order to^ 
guarantee the safety of all the drivers 



everyone has to follow certain driving 
regulations while driving in long tunnels. 
Shirley: Such as? 
Jerry: For example, Bei Yi Freeway is only open 
to light vehicles for now. Drivers should 
check their car radiators before getting on 
the road, and shouldn't carry any 
dangerous or especially long, wide, tall or 
heavy objects. They should always obey 
the traffic lights before entering tunnels, 
and so on. 

Shirley: Yes, drivers should turn on their 
headlights when entering tunnels, use low 
beam headlights, keep their speed under 
70 km/hr, and not change lanes. A lot of 
people already know about these rules. 
Jerry: That's right. But you also have to keep a 
distance of 50 meters between you and 
car in front of you. And you'd better tune 
in to FM 104.9 to get the latest traffic 
information. You didn't know these tips, 
right? 

Shirley: Excellent, thanks for sharing so much 
with me. Getting a traffic ticket is not a big 
deal, but if an accident happened, that 
would be really terrible! 
Jerry: As long as people follow the rules, it 
should be all right! So, for safety's sake, 
you should tell more friends about the 
road rules in long tunnels! 





How to deal with emergencies in long tunnels 

If you experience a breakdown or an accident inside a tunnel, please park your car at an emergency 
turnout spot, set up your triangular breakdown sign, and then use the tunnel emergency phone to call for 
help. If there's a fire ahead of you in the tunnel, pull your car over immediately, call the control center with 
the emergency phone and wait for instructions. When you escape, please pay attention to the following: 

1 . ) Park your car, stop the engine, and turn off the headlights. 

2. ) Leave your car keys in the car, and take important belongings with you. 

3. ) Walk against the direction of the traffic and follow the signs to escape.

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UNDERSTAND BIRD FLU 
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It's cold outside. Let's have hot pot tonight! 
There'd better not be any poultry ingredients 
in the pot, or I'm not going. Not even eggs! 
It can't denied that people are worried about 
the potential harm from bird flu. But ignorance 
and panicky behavior won't prevent an 
epidemic. All it will do is upset your schedule 
and damage your physical and mental health. 
But I'm really scared! Haven't you seen the 
media coverage? They make it sound as if 
World War III is going to break out! 
Indeed, it will take the government, 
individuals and a united global effort to fight 
off bird flu! Our government has already 
drafted four lines of defense and three 
strategies to prevent bird flu from coming to 
our island. At the same time, the government 
has created a contingency plan for our 
medical supply and medical system should 
an outbreak occur. 

What are the "four lines of defense" and " 
three strategies?" 

The four lines of defense are: 1.) Stopping 
bird flu from coming into the island, 2.) 
Border quarantines, 3.) Community-level 
prevention and treatment, and 4.) Maintaining 
a safe medical system. The three strategies 
are to promote: 1.) A new type of flu vaccine, 
2.) Flu anti-virus medicine, and 3.) Methods 
for stopping the contagion. 
It does sound like fighting a war! But like you 
just said, a world effort is needed to prevent 
an epidemic like this. Is Taiwan able to 
exchange medical data about the bird flu with 
other countries? 

Don't worry. Our government is very proactive 
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about communicating with the World Health 
Organization (WHO) and other health 
organizations. Besides standing at the front 
line of defense with the other countries, our 
Department of Health is also putting a lot 
effort into vaccine development and research. 
We're exploring the possibility of producing 
the bird flu antidote, Tamiflu, by ourselves. 
Kayla: After listening to you, I feel much more 
relieved! I'm sure our government's 
prevention measures are quite efficient, 
especially considering our experience from 
SARS. 

Jacob: That's right! But don't forget that most crucial 
in stopping SARS was the united effort made 
by all citizens. We all need to stay alert and 
cooperate in order to fight the bird flu. 
Kayla: Back then I remember we needed to wash 
our hands often, wear mouth masks, and 
monitor our own health symptoms--- 
Jacob: To protect against bird flu, we need even 
more thorough personal hygiene habits. Wear 
a mouth mask if you have a cold, cover your' 
mouth and nose when you cough, and don't 
go to school or work if you have a fever. 
Because the bird flu virus is vulnerable to 
heat, thoroughly cooked bird meat and eggs 
are harmless. 
Kayla: That's great - then I can still enjoy some 
delicious hot pot! But we should all remember 
to follow good hygiene habits and only use 
the communal chopsticks and spoons. 
Of course! We don't want to get sick either. 
Who knows - maybe you could infect us! 
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Check these five points 
for epidemic prevention 

• Avoid touching birds and their droppings. If 
you must have contact with them, make sure 
to wear proper protection and wash your 
hands with soap. Cook bird meat and eggs 
thoroughly. 

• Keep good personal hygiene habits. Wash 
your hands often and cover your mouth and 
nose when you cough or sneeze. Strengthen 
your immune system by keeping a balanced 
diet and exercising regularly. 

Have you visited an outbreak region and had 
contact with birds there? If you develop a 
fever and respiratory difficulties, wear a 
mouth mask, contact your local public health 
bureau and head to the nearest hospital. 
Make sure to tell the doctors about your 
recent travel history. 

Pay attention to any health announcements 
given by the government. Cooperate with any 
quarantines and activity limitations.
